His cémpanion. in: the break, who, 
was recaptured with him, was Harry 
dé Stéfano, 22, from the Bronx. 

Sirico and de Stefano left East 
View by breaking throu; a grill 
covering the window of the officers’ 
pooiroom on ‘thé ground floor of the 
penitentiary. No word of them had 
been : received since their escape. 
Their. recapture, as described by 
Warden Romanus Fellman today, 
was effected through a plan put into 
operation several days.ago.

He was 
eligible for parole shortly before 
Christmas and his conduct there had 
made it probable that he would be 
released.

Coast Guards Kill Boatman, 
_ Buffalo Police Officer’s Son

BUFFALO, Dec. . 25.—Shot . by 
Coast Guardsmen while in a small 
boat at the river and Genesee 
Street tonight, Eugene Downey, 
aged 27, son.of Police Lieutenant 
Eugene F. Downey, died ‘in a hos- 
pital less than an hour later.

22° More Taken to Hospitals 
Than Last Year Indicates Wet- 
ter but Less Fatat Celebration. 














LIQUOR NOT SO-POISONOUS 


Police Say There Was. Little 
|. Disorder—No Raids by 
Federal Men Reported. 





Christmas, 1929, was considerably 
wetter ih New York than Christmas 
of the preceding year if the record of 
alcohelism. cases in the city’s hos- 
pitals ‘can be taken as a critérion. 
However, no deaths from . poison 
liquor were reported. 

During the twenty-four hours ‘end- 
ing at midnight last night eighty- 
three persons suffering from alcohol- 


York hospitals. Of these, 31’ were in 
Bellevue, 15 in Kings County.Hos- 
pital, 14.in St. Vincent’s, 10 in Har- 
lem, 5 in Beekman Street Hospital, 
3.in Knickerbocker, 3.in Lenox Hill 
and 1 each in Broad Street and 
Gouverneur Hospitals. 
An Increase Over Last Year. 

A comparison of these figures with 
records for the preceding Christmas 
shows an increase. of. twenty-two 
cases. During the corresponding 'pe- 
riod last year two deaths from _al- 
cohol and fifty-nine cases of alcohol- 
ism were recorded in these hespitals. 

Despite the increase the police said 
that yesterdzy was an unusually quiet 
Christmas. Few disorderly. persons 
were seen in the streets and in public 
‘gathering’ places.’ 

Apparently there was no unusual 
activity :on the. part of -prohibition 
agents, for no raids were reported. 

Askéd -how théy accounted for the 
unwonted orderliness of the city, po- 
lice officials shrugged non-commit- 
tally and pointed out that after all 
Christmas is not New Year’s Eve.

“My attention has been Called to 
a statement by Senator Borah, in 
which he says that the <prohibition 
law, in his opinion, will never be 
enforced by the present personnel. 
With all due respect to the Senator, 
it seems to me that such a sweep- 
i condemnation of a .greup of 
public servants who are honest- 
ly and conscientiously endeavoring 
to perform their duty, is most un- 
fortunate and bound to have a dis- 
heartening effect upon the morale of 
the service. 

‘This is not to say that in a jorge 
organization such as that of 
Prohibition Bureau there are not 
weak spots. “It-is not to say that 
administration is not susceptible to 
improvement, but to say that pro- 
hibition cannot ..be enforced with 
the present personnel comes peril- 
ously near to saying that it cannot 
be enforced at all. 


Progress Is Overlooked. 


“Based on my twenty-two years of 
experience in the government serv- 
ice, I can affirm that off the whole 
we are not likely to find a more 
loyal and conscientious group of 
men than are now serving under me. 

“In this connection, it should not 


be forgotten that they are now 
chosen from civil service lists, based 
on open competitive examinations in 
1ecordance with the reorganization 
ict recently passed the Congress, 
und it is hard to believe that in the 
future the Congress will aithorize 
‘ooking elsewhere for new recruits. 
‘Moreover, such a sweeping state- 
ment overldoks the very 
progress which has been 
this particular field of law enforce- 
ment which is set forth in detail in 
my report to the Congréss and which 
‘is amply supported by facts.

WAGNER OPPOSES ANY HASTE. 


Senator Doubts: Hoover Will Heed 
Demand for McCormick’s Removal. 

The hope that neither the President 
nor the *law enforcement commis- 
sion would seriously consider the at- 
tempts of the last few days to ‘‘cen- 
sor the opinions of the individual 
commissioners’? and to compel the 
commission to submit a preliminary 
and premature report on the enforce- 
ment of prohibition was expressed 
last night by Senator Wagner, who is 
—_— the Christmas holidays at 
his home here. 

“One of the members of the law 
enforcement commission called at- 
tention to ‘government lawlessness’ 
in the enforcement of the Volstead 
“‘He had the 
temerity to call the invasion and 
search of private dwellings without 
warrants one of the outstanding evils 
of present day enforcement methods. 
At once demands were made for his 
removal, 

“T am. quite certain that the Presi- 
dent will pay no heed to the demand. 
But I am particularly concerned: that 
the commission should not be di- 
verted from.its.laudable purpose of 
making governmental lawlessness 
one of the primary objects of its in- 
vestigation. : 

“There is evidence aplenty that 
such lawlessness has been inflicted 
on innocent citizens. In the whole 
category of crime there is nothing 
as offensive to the public sense of 
what is right as lawlessness by the 
agents of the governmént. It shifts 

ublic sympathy away from the en- 
orcement officer, even to the crim- 
inal, diminishes respect for law and 
is a serious embarrassment to the 
enforcement officers who act proper- 
ly and lawfully. 

“The demand of thé so-called dry 
leaders that the commission be. com- 
pélled forthwith to submit a prelim- 
inary report confirms a_ suspicion 
that they do not really desire to see 
the prohibition question solved, that 
they prefer to continue to use it as 
a political shibboleth and political 
‘weapon. 

“I believe the American people are 
out of sympathy with such an atti- 
tude. Irrespective of their varying 
opinion on the question: of prohibi- 
tion, they. want to see the question 
settled, They look to. the commis- 
sion to tell them the truth about the 
enforcement and the enforcibility of 
the Volstead act. 

“The popular desire is that the 
commission shall disregard political 
purposes and political consequences, 
and submit an unbiased truthful and 
fruitful réport. Et is therefore im- 
perative that the commission be 

en both the time and the latitude 
‘to speak on the basis of complete in- 
formation’ and. mature deliberation. 

“Considerable time has undoubted- 
ly been: lost by the action of the 
President in unduly expanding the 
scope of the inquiry which the com- 
mission was to undertake. It was at 
first regarded as an investigation of 
prohibition enforcement. The public 
still so regards it and the public will 
judge the success or failure of the 





‘| commission. by. its accomplishments 


in solving the prohibition question. 

_ “Unfortunately, the President has 
Seén fit to charge the commission 
with responsibility for an investiga- 
tion into the enforcement of all laws. 
Those who are becoming impatient 
must place responsibility for the de- 
lay on the President and not on the 
commission.’’

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 25.—Dr. 
Barclay J. Jones, 56 years old; his 
wife, Lucy Lane Jones, 32, and her 
14-year-old nephew, George Lane, 
were found dead at their home on 
Holston -Hills Drive here today. 
Their skulls were crushed. 

Their murderers have not been 
found and county officials differ on 
the motive for the slaying, some be- 
lieving an attempted assault on Mrs. 
Jones preceded it, while others attrib- 
uted it to robbers. 

The mutilated bodies were discov- 
ered about 10 o’clock this morning, 
by Bert Lane, brother of Mrs. Jones, 
who with his wife and father, G, W. 
Lane, drove to the Jones home with 
Christmas presents. 

Wir. Lane found the body of Dr. 
Jgnes in the garage. He had been 
fed apparently with a heavy pair 

‘hedge shears found near his body. 
at 5 axe lay near his stiffened form. 

r. Jones’s hat was in his auto- 
m pbile, indjoating officials _ said 
that he was assaulted as he stepped 
from his car on arriving home 
Christmas Eve. His gold watch was 
missing and his pockets were pulled 
inside out. 

Snow outside the garage was red- 
dened with blood, and there were 
indications that Dr. Jones struggled 
with his assailant or assailants until 
death. His body had evidently been 
dragged back into the garage. 

Mr. Lane called the Country Cor- 
oner, and officers gaining entrance to 
the home found the. bodies of. Mrs. 
seas and her nephew in the. base- 
ment. 

Nearly all of Mrs. Jones’s clothing 
.had been torn from her body. There 
were numerous bruises and scratches 
on her arms and legs. Diamond 
wedding and engagement rings were 
on her fingers. A fine wrist watch 
had not been disturbed. ‘ 

The body of her 14-year-old nephew 
lay near. His pocket were inside. out. 

vestigators found the telephone 
torn from the wall and lying in the 
centre of the room. 

City and county officers are look- 
ing for Jim Harris, a negro em- 
ployed a week or ten days ago by 
Dr. Jones. Sheriff Walker Ander- 
son is inclined to believe in the 
assault theory. It is suggested that 
Mrs. Jones’s cries for help resulted 
in her asasilant’s killing her with 
the heavy shears, and that when the 
boy ran to the aid of his aunt he was 
struck down with the same weapon. 
It is believed that Dr. Jones drove 
into his yard shortly afterward and 
was knocked down by the assailant 
as he stepped from his car. 

Coroner W. S. McCarty Jr. was of 
the opinion that the motive for the 
triple murder was apparently re- 
vealed by the fact that the pockets 
of Dr. Jones and Young Lane had 
been rifled.

The operator 
on duty contented himself with send- 
ing the legend printed on the card 
and the signature. 

Since the members of the Byrd Ex- 

dition are not all natives of the 
United States, some of the messages

thers, namely, many that were writ- 
tten in Norwegian and German. The 
men of the radio station after a 
fwhile became accustomed to alter- 
mating ‘‘skoal!’’ with ‘‘gesundheit’’ 
and ‘‘cheerio.”’

These Indians tite resisted modern 
civilization for many years and are 
still satisfied with their own way of 
living. In their tribal customs they 
maintain their race purity in a.coun- 
try where ordinarily racial lines are 
unknown. 

Death is the penalty for a San Blas 
woman who marries a man of an- 
other race. By the isolation of their 


island homes and the impenetrability 
of the junglés they have been able to 
keep out intruders. Several years 
ago the Indians started an abortive 
revolution against Panama, and they 
never ee ee her sovereignty 
until recently, en their principal 
chief, Inapaquina, was made a 
Brigadier by the President of Pan- 
ama and came to an. understanding 
with the _ government. 

According to a telegram received 
by the Secretary of Government and 
Justice from Puerto Obaldia, the em- 
ployes of the airways company were 
chased away from their temporary 
landing and filling station at erto 
Escoces by the Indians and had to 
seek refuge with the superintendent 
of the San Blas Panama Company. 
The Panama Government has 
brought the matter to the attention 
of Inapaquina, advising him that the 
property and employes of the Scadta 
Company must be. respected. 

Puerto Escoces (the Port of the 
Scotch) was the seat of an attempt 
at colonization from Scotland over 4 
century ago and at present is the 
transfer station for the Scadta planes 
flying between the Isthmus and 
Colombia. 


MAIL PILOT CRASHES 
IN INDIANA STORM 


Pinned Beneath Machine When 
Motor Fails on Flight From Chi- 
cago to Kalamazoo, Mich. 





MICHIGAN CITY, Ind:, Dec. 25 
(®),—Thomas Hill, 26-year-old Kala- 
mazoo (Mich;) air mail pilot, whose 
plane, loaded with last-minute mes 
sages of Yuletide cheer, crashed in 
a blinding snowstorm last night, 
grinned from beneath a mountain of 
bandages at St. Anthony’s Hospital 
here today and observed that “‘it 
wasn’t such a bad Christmas after 
all.” 

He had just been assured that his 
injuries, which physicians at first 
thought might prove fatal, were not 
that. serious.

The fundamental simplicity of the

Week of Year With Budget 
Not Fully Subscribed. 


GETS, $228,000 IN-TEN DAYS 








President and Campaign Chairman 
Call on Community for Added: 
Contributions. 


The Federation for the Support of 
Jewish Philanthropic Societies an- 
nounced yesterday that for the first 
time in its thirteen-year history it 
had entered upon the final week of 
its calendar and fiscal year without 
the budgetary requirements of its 
ninety-one constituent agencies hav- 
ing been met. Gifts of $228,000 dur- 
ing the past ten days have brought 
the amount needed down to $483,000. 

It was said that a ‘“‘large majority”’ 
of the contributions reported yester- 
day were from annual subscribers 
who gave additional amounts to as- 
sist in meeting the current shortage. 

In 1925 the federation fund had 
been subscribed in full by Nov. 24. 
In 1926 the goal was reached on Dec.

Births in Equatorial Colony Now 
Exceed Deaths—2j403,000 | 
Examined in Four Years.

PARIS, Dec. 15.—Thanks_ to 
French medical science, the popula- 
tion deficit in Equatorial French 
Africa, registered in the vital statis- 
tics for this French colony up to 
,1921, has disappeared. Sleeping 
siekness, spread by the) dreaded 
tsetse. fly, has been the greatest ob- 
stacle to French doctors who have 
been striving to make the total an- 
nual births exceed the total.deaths. 

The number of doctors and nurses 
stationed/’in the colony hag been 
more than doubled. The medical 
budget grew™ from 2,500,000 (about 
$100,000) francs in 1924 to 10,750,000 
francs in 1928. During these four 
years 2,403,000" natives were physi- 
cally examined and 98,000 were 
treated for sleeping sickness. As a 
result, the population deficit was 
transformed into an excess and a 
race which was facing extinction is 
now enjoying a normal annual 
growth.

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FEAR OF FORMULAE. 


At Washington hope has been 
abandoned of making the Kellogg 
pact the “cornerstone” of a naval 
reduction treaty at London. At the 
same time, it is asserted, failure to 
make the London naval treaty a se- 
quel or corollary to the Kellogg- 
Briand treaties does not mean fail- 
ure in respect to the concrete aim 
of the London conference. There 
can be naval disarmament without 
formal invocation of the pacts. in 
renunciation of war as an instru- 
ment of policy. This is not whistling 
to keep up courage. An agreement 
to cease competition in battleships 
was arrived at in Washington half 
a dozen years before the Kellogg 
treaties were born. Cruiser reduc- 
tion or limitation or parity can be 
attained at London without fitting 
the agreement into a wider interna- 
tional framework. At this moment 
the French are under fire for in- 
sisting that naval reduction must be 
made to fit into a general disarma- 
ment scheme at Geneva. Neither is 
it essential for naval reduction to be 
fitted into or linked up with any- 
thing outside itself. 

It would be going too far, on the 
other hand, to deny that a state of 
mind hostile to the purpose of the 
Kellogg-Briand treaties would un- 
favorably affect an effort toward 
disarmament, whether on sea or 
land. But to omit the anti-war pacts 
from any international discussion is 
not to omit the spirit of these pacts. 
The most ardent friends of the mul- 
tilateral .treaty insist, in fact, that 
it is all spirit. They rejoice in the 
lack of machinery which so many 
others feel to be a fundamental 
weakness. They think that Secretary 
STIMSON went too far in.calling to 
the attention of Russia and China 
their moral obligations under the 
anti-war treaty, Even a reminder 
is too much machinery. The moral 
obligations are there, but the en- 
forcement must come entirely from 
within.

It must be more than a seis- 
mograph listening incessantly for 
the tremors far ‘and near, and mak- 
ing record of them. Human judg- 
ment, clothed with official authority, 
must be instantly invoked and made 
vocal throughout the world of na- 
tions. And time is often a factor 
both in prevention and in reconcilia- 
tion. Fortunately, the very air, which 
is now as sensitive to the voices 
of human passions and struggles as 
the seismograph is to the slightest 
quakes in the earth, gives the peace 
watcher an advantage. In former 
times a war might be under way 
for days or weeks in one part of the 
world without the knowledge of re- 
mote peoples, or be fought on long 
after peace was declared, as was the 
Battle of New Orleans. When Christ- 
mas messages are spoken and sung 
across the seas, as they were yester- 
day between England, Germany and 
Holland on the one side and America 
on ‘the other, peace has an oppor- 
tunity to win its victories in advance 
of conflict, if only it is adequately 
organized. 

The words of the prophecy of 
Ezekiel need but slight change to 
make them descriptive of the office 
of the League of Nations in the 


whole earth: “TI have set thee as 
a watchman unto the house of 
peace. ” 








REST AND PRAYER IN RUSSIA. 


Christmas Day in Russia this year 
has shown the effects of the inten- 
sified Communist drive for the 
ruthless reconstruction of the na- 
tional life in every aspect—eco- 
nomics, thought, art, fhe family— 
and religion. Regular services in 
the churches continue, but special 
services this year were forbidden.

the fact that the delays have result- 
ed because of the lack of party coop- 
eration, but I do object to the infer-| 
ence that all the goats are on one 
side of the fence. I believe that the 
demands of. the agriculture bloc are 
to a considerable extent justifiable, 
which is prima facie evidence that 
there is room for a compromise. If 
‘we review the facts of the case, I 
think we will find this to be true. 

In.the-first place, the special session 
was called by President Hoover in 
compliance with his campaign prom- 
ises and for.the purpose of revising 
the tariff schedules on agricultural 
products. As we. all know, this has 
not been accomplished. to date. The 
Senate, so to speak, is in a mess, 
going at a snail’s pace and seemingly 
getting nowhere. However, it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that had ‘the tar+ 
iff bill as reported from committee 
really revised the tariff schedules 
on agriculture, as the President de- 
sired, there would have been little 
delay except as caused by those Sen- 
ators who are the avowed represen- 
tatives,.of.the manufacturing inter- 
ests. Since the bill as reported ‘con- 
formed to the type set by many a 
predecessor-and to the advantage of 
this latter group, it was opposed vig- 
orously by the Western Senators. 

It is conservatively estimated that 
had the tariff bill gone into effect 
without revision as reported from the 
Senate Finance Committee Pennsyl- 
Vania would have been enriched dur- 
ing the coming fiscal year by at least 
a billion and a half dollars. The per- 
sonnel of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee was devoid of a single West- 
ern representative until the recent 
appointment of.La Follette. 

To a mild conservative these facts 
seem to demand attention: 

1. The agricultural interests ,were, 
at the time of the consiileration of 
the tariff bill in committee, without 
representation on the Senate Finance 
Committee,! and»with ‘only! a very 
minor representation on. the House 
Ways.and Means Committee. 

2. That the tariff bill as reported 
from these committees did not meet 
the demands of the agricultural in- 
térests rior fulfill ‘the purposes for 
which the session was called. 

Inasmuch as the demands of the 
agriculture bloc were merely for 
equality in the tariff schedule, there 
seems to be ‘room for some coopera- 
tion from both sides of the house. 
And to blame one group for all we 
deplore in the present Condition of 
the ‘Senate seems to savor a bit of 
arbitrariness. Perhaps that mulish 
characteristic, stubbornness, which 
has played so prominent a part in

THE WEST SIDE RUNWAY. 


One Believes It Will Have to Be Re- 
moved and Asks, Why Build It? 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I-predict that the west side auto- 
mobile. runway will .hardly, be fin- 
ished before the advisability of re- 
moving it will be seriously consid- 
ered. Why not scrap it now and save 
many millions? 

A runway of this kind can mani- 
festly be of little value, because gain 
above will be practically offset by 
loss below..

Says Small Stations Broadcast 
Treatments That Cannot Be 
Advertised in Newspapers. 





The: use of the radio by medical 
quacks, barred from the columns of 
reputable newspapers and ‘periodi- 
cals, to advertise their ‘treatments 
and devices, has led Dr. Shirley W. 
Wynne, Commissioner of Health, to 
take steps to bar: them completely 
from the air, it was learned Jast 
night. 

To this end Dr. Wynne has written 
to the Federal Radio Commission, 
asking if there are any existing laws 


| which may be invoked against fakers 


in this field, 
as follows: 
“In the ordinary course of our 
work, we have uncovered what we 
believe a serious situation - which 
seems to indicate that the radio is 


Dr. Wynne’s letter was 


being fairly widely’) used by com- 


panies alleging to cure diseases 
through the sale of various products 
and services. These claims are, in 
many of the cases we have, investi- 
gated, completely unfounded, frau- 
dulent and inimical to the public 
health. 

“It seems that many of the char-

the newspapers, have found a. haven 
to activity in the radio broadcast. 
These commercial concerns engage 
the facilities, not of the larger repu- 
table radio stations, but of the 
smaller stations. 

“The use of radio by fake doctors 
and unscrupulous commersial or- 
ganizations is a more serious men- 
ace to the health than the use of ad- 
vertisements in the press, because 
such radio :programs are listened ‘to 
by larger Mudhencty. New Y¥ 
being one -of the largest centres 
population, these programs pour into 
us from nests of smaller radio sta- 
tions in surrounding communifties 
oneee of our own city and. state. 

I write to ask whether there is 
anything in the existing laws which 
you might invoke to stop this prac- 
tice. If there is not, is there any 
kind of. voluntary scrutiny which 
can be set up to weed out these 
quacks and clear the air of their 
poisonous commercial propaganda?

For the past two weeks these cases 
have been included in the number 
of the Neediest which seemed war- 
ranted the generosity of last year, 
when 483 cases were relieved. 1f the 
fund does not provide for as many 
cases this year, those left out wil. be 
turned over to the nine charity or- 
ganizations which investigated them 
and prepared the budget of their re- 
lief. Each society will then separately 
undertake to obtain the amounts 
necessary by more direct solicitation. 

It will not be possible for several 
days to determine how many such 
outcasts there will be from _ the 
Neediest Fund. At least two days 
more must be allowed at this season 
for the arrival of the Christmas Day 
mail of New York and vicinity, and 
more for the mail from .the other 
States, where many contributors 
likewise delayed or forgot.

‘Alms te Determine Whither Mayan 
Stone Highway Leads After It 
Enters Dense Jungle. 





Ancient mysteries of Yucatan cen- 
tring in the ruins ef Coba, located 
in Quintana Roo, and a stone road 
that ran from that city to an un- 
aknown. destination will be studied 
by an expedition that will sail from 
New Orleans Jan, 3, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The expedition, which will be 
headefi by Captain Robert R. Ben- 
nett of Washington, D, C., veteran 
explorer, will be sent out under the 
American Indian; Heye Foundation, 
ef New York. 

The locale to be studied is part of 
that photographed by Colonel Charles 
’ A. Lindbergh during his aerial sur- 
vey, but heavy vegetation defeated 
“the purpose of his flight so far as it 
eoncerned tracing the road, the mu- 
seum announced. 

Road Built by Mayas. 

“The object of the present expedi- 
tien,”’ George G. Heye, director of 
the foundation said yesterday, ‘‘is 
to set at rest all presumptions con- 
cerning the old stone road. This road 
is the work of the ancient Mayas 


and is constructed. of huge blocks of | p,

“While Stephens in 1840 mentions 
Coba, he never visited it, but around 
1890, when Coptan Bennett was first 
eee leaeenn  euiad: enplre: 
rian archa , ora- 
tions at Coba, and since then but 
very few white men have ever ted 
these ruins. It has recently been 
proved that Coba is of the old em- 
pire, dating from about the begin- 
ning of the Christian era, and this 
discovery upset the theories of many 
eminent archaeologists. Explora- 
tions along the old stone -road fur- 
ther:-south will doubtless reveal 
much valuable data. 

“There are about seven known 


/roads: leading from Coba to where 


no one knows, and it is presumed 
by some that Coba was a great re- 
ligious centre with roads radiatin 
tioughout the Maya territory. — It 
is an enormous pile of ruins and they 
cover many square miles. 

“With all these mysteries yet to 
be solved and with the surface of 
Yucatan barely scratched, there is 
no telling what valuable informa- 
tion will be developed by the Ben- 
nett explorations,’’ 

Penetrated Jungles in 1890. 


Captain Bennett first penetrated 
the jungles in 1890 to visit the ruins 
of Quirigua, Guatemala, Mr. Heye 
said. These now are preserved in 
a park constructed after the swamp 
surrounding them was -drained. 

Uxmal, Yucatan, was visited in 
1891, aad, following that, the Indian 
villages around Lake Isabella, Guate- 
mala, weré explored... The opening 
and exploration of several mounds 
near Omia, Honduras, occurred in 
1919. The ruins of Tuloom and 
others on the east coast of Yucatan 


and the islands of Mugeres and Co- 
zumel were penetrated in 1925, and 
in 1926 the mus of Darien and 
anama were visited. 

A complete report of Captain Ben- 
nett’s findings will be made to the 
museum, Mr. Heye said.

It is not only the game itself that has improved 
and benefited by the tremendous interest of recent 
years. Today, in stadium seats all over the country, 
the dazed wonderment is giving way to intelligent 
appreciation of the ins and outs of the game. Foot- 
ball. no longer is slightly occult to the majority of 
those watching and the football intelligence is no 
longer confined to those on the field. 

The business of electing linemen to the captaincy 
started a-few years ago. Previous to that time most 
of the men selected were back-field stars. Coaches 
did not care particularly for this, for they did not 
like the added responsibilities placed on their back- 
field aces. 

Then, with the growth of the game to the point 
where twenty to thirty players were used in a game 
at some places, it became fairly obvious that a back- 
field player would not be in action much of the time. 
With this growth came the specialists—the climax 
runners and the shock troops. 

There is, of course, a good deal: of shifting around 
in the line, but not so much as there is in the back 
field. It became the natural thing to select men in 
the line for captains. The practice has grown in the 
past three years. 


A Change in Duties. 


Today most of the duties of the captain are to lead 
the fight on the field and do what’ he can about 
bolstering morale between games, getting men out 
for the team and the rest of it. 

This is considerably different from the old scheme 
of the captaincy, College sport captains are descended 
in a direct line from the first crew captains of Yale 
and of Harvard. This is natural enough, for the 
crews of Yale and Harvard were the first college 
representatives and the first Yale-Harvard race was 
the first intercollegiate sports event in the country. 

Organized rowing at hoth places started with boat 
clubs. At first the presidents of these clubs ran 
things. Gradually it all devolved on the captain. His 
was the duty of hiring coaches, buying boats, laying 
training plans and all the other details. 

Perhaps a return to this plan would be a step to- 
ward the much-talked-of “return to the boys’ of 
college sport.

Home. and. Foreign Business 
Worlds Keep Holiday—Aspect 
of Christmas Season. 


All. financial _ and = commercial 
markets, home and foreign, were 
closed yesterday for the Christmas 
holiday. On no other day of the 
year is suspension of business 
throughout the world so spontaneous 
and complete. Perhaps this Christ- 
mas week has brought an unusually 
large sheaf of vain regrets to the 
financial community. Nevertheless, 
a certain atmosphere of cheer sur- 
rounds even the year-end markets. 
The two months since the Wall 
Street crisis have at least not 
created the apprehension of impend- 
ing calamity which hung over Christ- 
mas Day in such years as 1920 and 
1914 and 1893, Yt may be wholly in 
accord with the spirit of the season 
that the trade reviews, instead of 
drawing from the week’s great 
shrinkage in productive activity the 
inference that hard times are ahead, 
should be predicting that this cur- 
tailment of orders will so far reduce 








supplies for necessary purposes that 
an equivalently sharp recovery in 
trade orders and trade activity will 
develop early in the new year. 

Of the scope of trade reaction at 
the moment there can be no 
question. Steel reduction is down to 
40 per cent of capacity, the lowest 
of any Winter month since 1921 and 
comparing with 80 per cent two 
months ago. Movement. of goods on 
the railways is falling to a lower 
weekly total than at any time since 
the deflation period. What the

Railroad Decides to Install Its 
Cab Signal System on the 
Pittsburgh Division. 








DISTRICT OF HEAVY TRAFFIC 





Entire Main Line From New York 
to Indianapolis to Be Protected 
Ultimately.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 24.—An ex- 
penditure of about $2,000,000 for in- 
stallation of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road’s continuous cab: signal system 
on the Pittsburgh division has just 


been authorized by the board of di- 


rectors, it was announced here today. 
This will be in addition to expendi- 
tures of more than $16,000,000 for 
improvements in automatic signa! in- 
stallations which the railroad is com- 
pleting this year. 

When contemplated projects and 
new installations have been com- 
pleted, the entire main line of the 
company from New York, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore and Washington to 
Pittsburgh and Indianapolis will be 
operated under continuous cab signal 
control. The main trackage of the 
Pittsburgh division extends from Al- 
toona to Pittsburgh, 112.9 miles, part 
of which is of four tracks and part, 
six tracks, As many as 10,000 freight 
cars are handled over the division 
daily at times of peak movement of 
business. The installation of the cab 
signal system on this line will re- 
quire the equipment of 400 locomo- 
tives with signaling devices. 

The Pennsylvania’s announcement 
said that the start of the work now 
was “in line both with the railroad’s 
continuing policy of increasing the 
safety and efficiency of its opera- 
tions and with President Hoover’s 
desire that such improvement proj- 
ects be carried forward without in- 
terruption in the interest of main- 
taining national prosperity.” 





The Pennsylvania Railroad’s signal 
system has been referred to by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission as 
an important step forward in the 
art of railroad signaling. By it way- 
side signals are reproduced in the 
cab before the eyes of the engine- 
man and fireman and are operated 
with a warning whistle and an ‘‘ac- 
knowledger,’’ which requires the en- 
gine crew to act upon any less favor- 
able indication of the signals ahead 
of the train that they are operating.

Legislation to Pave Way for 
Consolidation Is Unlikely at 
Present Session. 








SENATE LINE-UP ADVERSE 





House Committee, After Study, May 
Report Parker Measure Per- 
mitting Mergers.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—Whilc 
the Administration favors it and lead- 
ers of both parties appear to be in 
agreement that legislation should be 
enacted at this session of Congress 
looking to the consolidation of raii- 
roads, strong doubts exist that such 
a bill can’ be passed in the near fu- 
ture: 

The subject was stressed in the 
President’s message to Congress, Mr. 
Hoover urging that the establish- 
ment of well-balanced systems was 
advisable and that legislation ‘‘the 
better to protect the public interest 
should be enacted.’’ 

Fess May Modify Bill. 

Senator Fess, author of a consoli- 
dation bill introduced in the preced- 
ing Congress, announced just before 
he left Washington this week that 
his measure might be modified in 
some important phases in view of the 
five-system plan proposed for East 
ern territory by — Interstate Com- 
merce Commissi 

The Feas bill ad a bill pending in 
the House, presented by Representa- 
tive Parker of New York, chairman 
of the Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee, are similar in purpose, although 
they differ in detail. The Parker 
bill is purely permissive, but in the 
opinion of railroad men the Fess bill 
has at least one provision that ulti- 
mately, operating as a law, might 
force railroads, especially short lines, 
into consolidations distasteful ‘o 
them. 

The provision in the Fess bill un- 
der discussion is one which permits 
the commission to authorize a car- 
rier which is a party to a plan of 
unification to acquire by condemna.- 
tion of  apporbawmy right and fran- 
chises of another carrier which is 
not a party and which insists upon 
‘“‘unreasonable”’ terms, if the commis. 
sion determines that it is in the pub 
lie interest that such carrier should 
be included in a given plan of uni- 
fication. 


House to Study Situation. 


Indications are that the House 
committee will begin a study of the 
railroad situation in January, with a 
probability that the Parker bill or a 
measure approximating it will be re- 
ported. In the meantime, the execu- 
tive committee of the Association of 
Railway Executives will meet at an 
early date and. discuss its attitude 
toward proposed legislation. 

The Senate situation at present ts 
unfavorable to consolidation legisla- 
tion, although Eastern Republicans 
are hostile at this time, because they 
are suspicious of the commission’s 
plan and are disposed to defer action 
to some future session. 

Nevertheless, advocates of early 
consolidation, such as Senator Wat- 
son of Indiana, the Republican 
leader, and Senator Fess, see no rea- 
son why a consolidation bill should 
not be passed at this session. Sen- 
ator Watson insists that consolida- 
tion has been too long deferred and 
that legislation reasonably circum- 
scribed to avoid the danger of. in- 
justice to any road or group of roads 
py ha be passed as s00n as pos- 
sible. 

The Senate has much work mapped 
out for January and February and 
this is likely to defeat any palin 
that mee be made to bring the su 
ject to the front in the near future. 

eement has been raade to resume 
debate on the tariff bill on Jan. 6, 
and following the passage of that 
measure an effort will be made to 
bring forward legislation dealing 
with Muscle Shoals.

STORES END PAYMENT Ss 
TO PATRONS’ SERVANTS 


Reputable Houses Cooperate With 
Better Business Bureau in 


War on Percentages. 


Through the cooperation of the few 
reputable stores. that still permitted 
servants to collect percentages on 
bills of goods bought on their em- 
ployers’ accounts, that practice has 
been virtually ‘eliminated in New 
York City, the Better Business Bu- 
reau announced yesterday after a 
conference with representatives of 
those houses. 

The practice still lingers, it was 
sai,d but only among the ‘‘small, less 
reputable stores." Most houses 
stopped this some years ago, the bu- 
reau reported, although it meant 
losses of scores of thousands of dol- 
lars annually to some of them. 

“The practice,” according to the 
bureau statement, ‘“‘is insidious. 
Reputable stores that do not induige 
in it some times feel they suffer a 
direct loss in trade. Solicitors for 
gyp stores have actually spent a 
great deal of their energy getting 
business. from cars parked before 
reputable stores, They have quietly 
approached chauffeurs and others 
shopping for employers and told 
them if they transfer the business. to 

& Co. they can get a real rake- 
off for themselves. One place spe- 
cializing solely in this kind of trade 
makes false billings to the employer 
in any amount the grafting chauf- 
feur specifies. 

“The Better Business Bureau of 
New York City has met with a warm- 
ly cooperative spirit in bringing the 
stores together against this practice. 
Honest stores are still aubinct $p to com- 
petition from the and the bu- 
reau urges the employing public to 
see to it that they know the real 
reputation of the store where goods 
for which they are billed are pur- 
chased and know for exactly how 
much they are purchased. 

“In the bigger and broader field of 
general industry the practice of buy- 
ing business by money payments and 
other gifts of real value to foremen, 
superintendents, chefs and other em- 
ployes has been vigorously fought. 
This fight has been led and coordi- 
nated by the Commercial Standards 
Council of which H. R. Heydon is 
president. Mr. Heydon is a member 
of the board of directors of the Bet- 
ter Business Bureau of New York 
and was formerly manager of the 
National Association of Purchasing 
Agents,”

The points at issue were summar- 
zed by the Port Authority as fol- 
ywis: ; 
“Success for the Gulf and South 
.tlantie ports would mean, among 
ther things,- that rates between 
‘leveland and New Orleans would 
e maintained at the same level as 
etween Cleveland and New York 
espite the fact that the distance 
etween is twice as great to the 
uisiana port. The Port. Authority 
ad the cooperation of other North 
,tlanti¢c ports, the trunk line car- 
liers and the steamship lines in o 
Pg the petition of the Gulf rail 
oad 

“The Southern carriers, with the 
upport of the Southern steamship 
nes and port interests, asked per- 
aission to maintain a scale of rates 
ato the central competitive territory 
a some cases 50 per cent less than 
he rates into intermediate Southern 
errito. and from $3.60 to $13 
on below. the rates in effect 
ween central competitive territory 
nd the Port of New York. 

“These drastically low rates pro- 
osed by the Southern carriers 
hreatened to divert a portion of the 
mportant export and import traf- 
ic of Chicago, Indianapolis, Fort 
Vayne, Columbus, St. Louis and 
ther cities from:the Port of New 
"ork and:other North Atlantic ports 
o the Gulf and South Atlantic. 

“The evidence submitted to the 
nterstate Commerce Commission 
howed that ocean rates from South- 
rn ports..were the same as rates 
rom the Port of New York. Lower 
‘ail ra therefore, would mean a 
jubstan ial concession in favor of 
‘he Gulf despite the circuitous routes 
yy way of Southern ports as:com- 
mred with the direct haul by way of 
he Port of New York. 

“The ‘Interstate Commerce Com- 
nission examiner recommended .that 
the commission permit the Southern 
,arriers to maintain import and .ex- 
port. rates to “and from central 
freight territory not lower than 75 
ver cent of the domestic rates pre-

The report on this case was made 
at the same time the Baltimore case 
was reported and its importance was 
hidden by the more important Balti- 
more matter. It was made by Ex- 
aminer Boat and  iasiatant Traffic 
Director Pitt.

“Unquestionably, $15,000,000 is a 
colossal sum of money,’’ Mr. Brown 
said, ‘‘and the fact that this enor- 
mous sum has been given is the best 
demonstration of that feeling of kin- 
ship, of deeply. imbedded sympathy 
with their fellow-Jews, that is lodged 
in-the heart of the Jews of ‘America. 
“Beginning with milk for starvin 
babies, bread: for hungry men an
